REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-4 are 
allowed over the prior art of record. Current invention teaches a rocker switch having one end of 
the extension rod couples the spring to drive the movable contact pin. Other end of the spring 
presses against the movable contact pin, where the movable contact pin is permanently in electric 
contact with a common contact point. Claimed extension rod and spring position holding 
mechanism, in combination with claimed switch structure of claim 1, are neither disclosed nor 
suggested by the prior art of record. Claims 2-4 depend on claim 1.
